We trust 
that in the course of a few years when the principle of religious and social | 
equality shall have been fully recognized and borne the fruit which we have a 

right to expect from it, the people of Servia will have learnt from their Jewish 

fellow subjects some of the reasons for their commercial superiority ; and if they 
imitate these whilet eschewing everything that may be vicious or lead to 
vicionsnoss in commercial transactions, then they will have received a great 
boon im exchange for their .justica in cnfranchising their fellow country- 
men. “The Skuptschina which assembles this month will, we trust, find it 
feasable to carry the Government Bill which is to be introduced to deal effec- 
lively with the question in conformity with the terms of the Berlin Treaty.

men a8 ministers? There is the Jews’ College with an income of about £1,400 | 


a year, the Arla College with an income (from funded property, I believe) of 
about £600 a year, the Jacob Franklin Trust, the Berkeley Street Synagogue 
Special Training Fund and the Jews’ Fres School, which latter institution has 


trained the larger number of our present Jewish ministers and teachers. 


Now, Sir, why with these means at our disposal is there such a dearth of 
Jewish instructors? The answer is simple. Because instead of these means 


being consolidated and brought under the management of a central body of 


competent gentlemen, they are left to the care of separate individuals, many — 


.| of whom have no knowledge whatever of the education required for a Jewish 
minister. Take for instance the Aria College. That institution is under the 


administration of two or three trustees resident at Portsmouth, where the 
College is situated. I do not wish to say one word in disparagement of these 
gentlemen, but I venture to remark that an institution under the tutelage of 
two or three persons resident in a sma!] town—and especially a town which has 
always evinced its utter disregard or care of public opinion, as the correspon- 
dence in your journal from time to time has shown—is not. at all likely to be» 
successful in the training of Jewish young men as ministers. I kaow person- 
ally a young man who was at Aria College for some time. While speaking 
highly of the Principal, the Rev. A, I’. Ornstien, he complained bitterly of the 
petty restrictions to which the students are subjected, the espionage and the 
interference on the part of the local Trustecs in the most minute matters of 
detail—even their style of dress and their mode of walking. Then there is the 
want of emulation or any reward for industry or progress, and further, the 
extreme dulness and seclusion of the students’ lives occasioned by the entiro 
want of society and of any means of recreation afterthe hours devoted to study. 
The students are therefore compelled to lead almost a:monastic life. These are 
some of the reasone, combined with the district in which the College is 
situated, which have. made Aria College a complete failure, and the sooner tbis 
fact is recognized by the authorities of that institution, the sooner will the larga 
sum of money bequeathed by the !ate Mr. Aria-be turned to some advantage to 
the community instead of beiug annually frittered away.

Whilst on the subject of libraries, I will take the opportunity of protesting — 


against the negligence and indifference of my Jewish compatriots with regard to 
the precious books which they possess. Scarcely has one of our Rabbis gone to 
join his ancestors in eternal repose, when foreigners, and particularly Germans, 
hasten to purchase his collection of books, sometimes very precious, at a com- 
paratively low price. The libraries of Luzzatto and of Della Torre were sould to 
strangers, and though the Grand Rabbi Lattes of Reggio had hardly been dead 
two months, Dr. Rabbinowicz, who happened to be then in Italy, bought his 
library for the sum of 500 francs. There were in that collection some important 
works and precious manuscripts, among. the latter two on parchment, which, if 
report speaks truth, alone were worth more than 500 francs. Italy wil! thus éee 
many of its literary treasures disappear, unless the Jewish communities take 
part in these losses, which are so irreparable for us; for if things continue as at 
present, in about half a century there will no longer bea single good Jewish 
library in Italy, and our Rabbis will have to go abroad in order to study and 
consult the works which their fathers wrote with so much patience and erudition. 
The Minister of Agriculture and Commerce has delegated the Chovalier 
Oreste Lattes to represent the Italian Government at the International Congress 
which is now being held at Brussels. Signor Lattes, a native of Turin, is still a 
young man, and has already distinguished himself by his works on geology and 
mechanics. He is a most able engineer, and has very few equals, 
A town of Monterrat (Penango) has clected as its Syndaco (Mayor) a’ Jewish 
lawyer, Signor Deangeli of Vercelli. In connection with this appointment, I 


will mention a very curious and interesting fact. Signor Deangeli is the only 


Jew residing at Penango, and the place in which his investiture took place, 
amidst loud applause and cordial speeches, was in the Middle Ages the Palace 
of the Inquisition, in which were burnt so many Jewish books, and wherein so 
many innocent Jews were condemned to death. Now, this same palace is the 
residence of a Jewish Syndic, who is proud of his race. 
when mayors of surrounding towns presented him with garlands and reminded 
him of the beneficent changes brought about by time and of the advantages of 
civilization and fraternity. ae | 
‘During the present season, when so many of our English coreligionists go

Drawonp Fisips.—A correspondent furnishes us with the following interest- 
ing particulars of tho burial of a German Jew, named Moritz, at Jagersfontein, 
abont 80 miles from’ Kimberley. The deceased died on May the lst last. There 
were then only eight Jews at the new settlement, and as soon as they heard of 
the death they iarmediately took steps to obtain for the body burial with all 
Jewish riies, Application was made to Mr. Kayter, the resident magistrate, for 
the aporopriation of a burial site, there being no cemetery at the place. ‘With 
the concurrence of the Mining Board, permission was given to the Jews to 
select whatever ground they considered most fuituble for the purpose, and it 
«ax mentioned that the land would be permanently alloted. On that day two 
Polish Jewish pedlars arrived at the place, and their services were sought for 
the purpose of making all arrangements for the interment of the deceased. All 
the Jews undertook in turn the duty of watching the body. The Poles made 
the shrouds and recited the cnetomary prayers. ‘The grave having been dug by 
six Kaffire, the funeral was solemnised in tbe pressnce of all the white popula- 
‘tion, some 150 in number. The scene was impressive, the Jewish funeral 
service being solemnly recited, and, at its conclusion, the Kaddish was said by 
Mr. O. Eshwege, there being just minyan. Although the Mining Board offered 
to defray the expenses of the burial, the Jews declined the liberal offer and 
subscribed the amount among themselves. The utmost consideration was shown 
in the matter by the authorities, and every facility was kindly offered to 
enable the coreligionists of the deceased to carry out their desire to pay full

The Central Committee of the Allianee Israélite has issued a Report of the 
extensive labours of that great philanthropic institu{ion during the first half of 
the current year. The most important proceedings of the Committee during 
this period have from time to time been referred to in these columne, and there- 
fore require no detailed recapitulation in the present notice. | 
The Committee in the opening pages of the Report dwells on tho great !oss 
which the Alliance and Judaism at large eustained inthe month of Febrvary 
lyst by the death of the illustrious President, M. Crémieux, in whose memory a 
fund for the establishment of schools in Palestine is now being raised. Grate- 
ful acknowledgements are made of the valnable support given to the parent — 
Lody-by kindred institutions in Europe and America. In the United States, Mr. 
Myer S. Isaacs took the initiative in causing collections to be made on Purim 
amongst the varions American Hebrew Congregations towards the funds of the 
Alliance.

But the greatest service rendered by Akiba to the Halacha was the 
foundation he laid of the magnum opus which was completed by, and is ascribed 
to R. Jehuda Hanasi—the Mishna.{{ Akiba was the first to group together the 
Halachoth, according to the subjects of which they treated. These collections 
were called mnspd (“ webs”), of which again he made sub-divisions; so that by 
codifying the existing Law, he rendered it easily to commit to memory. Henoe 
he is styled “a well-ordered treasury " (Gittiu 67 a), and compared to a work- 


home sorts the contents of his basket (Aboth of R. Nachmon 18). The body 
of Halachoth thus arranged was called the “ Mishnoth of R. Akiba,” or “ Middoth 
of R. Akiba.” Akiba’s name is specially connected with those Halachoth 
which were decided in accordance with his-opinions as against those of his pre- 
decessors, whose decisions were sometimes styled, in contradistinction, ‘‘ Mishna 
Reshona.”** When one of his colleagues disputed with him, the Halacha was 
always decided in favour of R. Akiba. ++ 

n addition to those already mentioned, there are some further features 
which distinguish the Halacha syetem of R. Akiba. He was particularly 
cautious in giving decisions involving pecuniary lose, and on one occasion is 
said to have rebuked R. Jochanan ben Nuri for not being careful enoagh in this 
respect (Bechoroth, 40a). In matters in which he was in doubt he gave strinvent 
judgment (Erubin, 7a). Between contlicting opinions he pursued a middie 
course. His acuteness in legal argument enabled him many atime to drive his 
antagonist into a corner (Mishna, Peaachim vi. 2, &c.). Not unfrequently he- 
would permit what his predecessors prohibited (Rosh Hashana 17, &c.). He held 
the opinion that the Bible does not prohibit the eating of atag’s flesh or venison 
with butter (Chulin 104a). He had no pity for those who wilfully tranugressed 
the Law, and he explained that while the Bible adjudged a thief to restore only 
double of what he had stolen, under ordinary circumetances, yet if a thief slew 
a stolen ox and sold it, he was to pay five times tho amount of his theft, because 
it was evident that such a one was hardened in sin (Baba Kawa 67b). If a 
thief had stolen from one of many persons but did not know from whom, he - 
could only atone for his sin by making restitution to all (Jbid 103b). Akiba 
held the opinion that a tan could divorce his wife if she failed to plaase— 
him any louger (Gittin 90a). At the same time, he viewed divorce with dis- 
favour and endeavoured to put obstacles in its way tt In the tronblous times 
in which Akiba lived, human life was not always invested with the sanctity | 
which is now accorded to it. Akiba, however, taught that on the day on which

Is God, 
then, to destroy. the whole world because of idolaiers?’ “ Then let your God 
destroy the useless idols and preserve thie useful ones.” “If we saw that idols 
of stock and stone were destroyed, while the heavenly bodies were saved, we 
Jews might also come, in tite, to think it right to worship them, Nature must, 
therefore, run its appointed course and fools must suffer for their folly ” (Aboda 
Zora 51b) Another time he was asked why, if idols are powerless, their devotecs 
were often granted their reqaests? and he replied, as before, that the world 
must run its appointed coursa regardless of sach considerations (Lid O5a).'

On this history Sir W. Jones writes 
the following note: ‘ This account of the Afghans may lead to a very interesting 
discovery. We learn from Esdras II., chap. xiii. 45, that the ten tribes, after a 
wandering journey, came to a country called Arsaret, where we may suppose they 
settled. Now, the Afghans are said, by the best Persian historians, to be descended 
from the Jews. They have traditions among themselves of such a descent, and it is 
even asserted that their families are distinguished by the names of Jewish tribes; 
although, since their conversion.to the Islam, they studiously conceal their origin, 
The Pushtoo, of which I have seen a dictionary, has a manifest resemblance to the 
Chaldaic, and a considerable district under their dominioa is called Hazarek, or 
Hazaret, which might easily have been changed into. the word used by Esiras. I 
sirongly recommend an inquiry into the literature and history of the Afghans,’ 
Everything considered, I think it is by far the most probable that the Afghans are 
the descendants of the Jews who were led away captives by the Assyrian kings. 
When we consider the almost unvaried success of our armies when opposed to 
Napoleon and his Marshals, with our frequent disasters inthe Afghan war, the words 


of the wise men to Haman (Esther vi. 13) have a striking significance—* If Mordecai 
be of the seed of the Jews, before whom thou hast begun to fall, thou shalt not
